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Further,  what  some  of  you  may  not  realize,  is  that  a subcommittee  of  Hollywood  4WRD  worked  for  five 
o^nnn^S  ^r0m  ^cto^er  2012  to  March  2013)  to  identify  an  alternative  location  for  the  foodline.  We  identified  an 
8,000  square  foot  parking  lot,  and  had  pledges  to  pay  the  rent  for  one  year,  and  the  founder  of  the  WHFC 
rejected  this  off-the-  street  location.  This  part  of  the  story  has  not  been  picked  up  by  the  media,  and  the 
reporting  is  extremely  one-sided  and  critical  of  our  elected  officials.

I have  been  asked  by  the  council  offices  if  a group  of  community  leaders  and  social  service  providers  would 
be  willing  to  sign  a letter  supporting  the  efforts  of  our  council  people  to  find  a solution  and  to  move  this 
program  off  the  public  right  of  way.  I have  sent  a draft  of  a letter  to  them  to  review,  but  I wanted  to  give  you 
the  heads  up  that  I will  be  circling  back  to  you.  Please  give  me  an  indication  as  to  whether  you  would  be 
willing  to  sign  something  — I think  it  is  important  that  we  show  that  our  council  people  have  been  supportive  of 
programs  and  goals  and  housing  complexes  that  work  toward  ending  homelessness.  It  is  unfair  how  they  are 
being  portrayed  - and  I don’t  think  we  should  leave  them  hanging  out  on  a limb. 


And  p.s.,  as  if  this  isn’t  heating  up  enough,  there  is  going  to  be  a protest  at  the  comer  of  Hwd  and  Vine  this 
Saturday,  organized  by  a feeding  program  from  Skid  Row,  to  support  the  West  Hwd  Food  Coalition.
